CORISON COMMENTS 


In a previous article I stated that Junior football over the 

last fifteen years had been given most of the soccer impetus to 
the detriment of the code as a whole. By detriment I meant that 
although boys (probably 50,000 - 500,! if have played for years 
for junior clubs all over Australia the higher standards of soccer, 
and the better quality Australian player have not been produced. 


At the moment Jim Shoulder has only nine Australian-grown players 
in his squad. He has stated previously that there are only about 
thirty players who have the necessary skills, attitude, and under- 
standing to warrant Australian selection. Yet with twelve years 
of the best Under 16 players meeting annually in National Youth 
Championships only four are current Socceroos. Why? 


For a start Australian boys play too many league games (11 aside) 
using adult rules, pitch size etc. In a normal adult game each 
player would only touch the ball for about 2 minutes each; if 
that happens in all these junior games as well, how can you expect 
a young lad to develop the necessary skills and understanding to 
cope adequately as an adult player. He needs ball work in practice 
for hours on end, in all aspects of his training. Does he get it? 
Watch your son's next Club training session. How often does he 
touch the ball? 


A prominent Senior Coach has suggested that training sessions 
should be held in squash courts with 2 or 3 players at a time, 
where plenty of ball control skills and practices can be drilled. 
In addition most junior games should be the culmination of a day's 
coaching session of two or more hours or so, rather than a 
Saturday afternoon League fixture. 


The second problem that can be argued with junior football is the 
playing in age divisions. Some coaches have suggested age divisions 
should be scrapped and players regardless of age should play at a 
Jevel commensurate with ability. If this means a player of 10 
playing against 12 year olds, so what: 


The criterion should be enjoyment, development of skills, and the 
fostering of a genuine love for the game. Most junior officials, 
with the best of intentions, concentrate on playing organized 
leagues and forget the basic necessities which need to be encouraged. 


A third necessity for young players is to be able to imitate good 
adult players. Artists spend hours copying, drawing, practising 
techniques in preparation for the time they can express their own 
ideas in some sort of expressive way. Surely young players need 
time to practice a George Best feint, a Franz Bechenbaur through 
pass, a Kevin Keegan dribbling run, a Ray Richards sliding tackle, 
a Vic Fernandez delicate touch on, a Brian Stoddart corner drive 
and so on. A leading European coach has said if a boy can learn 
five new ball skills a year, in five years he becomes a very 
accomplished ball player. 


A fourth direction needed for junior players is to be taught how 
to read a game, to think and react quickly. Any player can 
perform ball tricks, run five miles’ in above average time, 
develop magnificent stamina, but if he cannot think fast, and 
interpret the game his days in serious football are numbered. 
Attitudes can be caught rather than tought but understanding 
comes through acquiring football wisdom. Just what sort of 
serious teaching about soccer as an art goes on. Do parents 

of junior players in Australia expect their children to be 
taught, or taken care of? 


Soccer the Australian way is not working. If it was, then we 
would internationally perform more creditably and not get 
beaten 5 - 0 by Middlesborough. The lesson is becoming quite

Poor Linesman! 
POOR LINESMAN:! IT'S ALL HAPPENING, ISN'T IT? 


You are running the line alongside the winger and you are 
moving quickly towards the corner-flag as the defender forces 
the winger into the corner of the field of play near you. 
Everything is happening fairly fast, and suddenly the problems 
are upon you in all their variety. 


You find yourself looking for the ball going out of play for 
either a goalkick or a corner ... perhaps it might be a throw-in. 
Whatever happens, if the ball goes out of play you must give 

a decision as to whose ball it is. Moreover, you must give that 
decision promptly if one your aims is to be materialised ... that 
of making everyone aware that you are on top of your job. To do 
all this, you must of course watch both sets of feet and the ball 
very carefully in order to be sure which player touched the ball 
last before it went out of play. 


But weren't the referee's pre-match instructions to you that 

‘all off-sides are yours', accompanied by an almost threatening 
aside to the effect that he'd sooner have a questionable off-side 
than a questionable goal? You start to wonder at this stage 
whether he'd sooner have a questionable corner than a questionable 
goal-kick, or a questionable goal-kick instead of a questionable 
off-side, or just what he'd sooner have right now: Quite clearly 
this problem of the off-side or not is a vital one to the referee, 
so, very professionally, you know that he needs all the help you 
can give him. 


You have now further problems, for, with the play so close to you, 
how easy it is to see who touched the ball last, but how terribly 
difficult it is to judge the exact moment to risk a glance past 
the ball and the legs in order to assess the off-side situation. 


With all this buzzing about in your mind, you find time to recall 
something else the referee said to you before the game. ‘If any- 
thing happens that you see and I don't, and you think it is of 
importance, let's have a clear signal, etc'. Now that it's all 
happening in front of you, you wonder just what he meant, and 

at the same moment you know that he meant things like shirt-pulling 
on the blind-side. And the blind-side to him is right beside you, 
perhaps even in front of you if by now you have reached the 
corner-flag and have stopped running. But offences like that will 
be taking place an inch or two too high for you to see as you gaze 
into the apparent jungle of legs. What a job you have: 


As if you haven't enough to be going on with, you start to listen 
for those illegal calls from one player to another. You hope 
secretly that you don't hear one, for you feel convinced that you 
will not honestly be able to assess who shouted it. But you 
listen, since the referee can't be expected to hear such calls 

if he is in a good position, somewhere across the in the realms 
of comparative ease and comfort. 


You've heard it said that you have to be mad to be either a goal- 
keeper or a referee. You now begin to think once again that to 

be a linesman you must surely be on the verge of being certified! 
But you know you'll still be there for the next similar situation 


and indeed at the next lining appointment on your calendar. 


There is Tittle doubt that the linesman has to be almost 
superhuman in situations like this one, which, of course, is 

no real exaggeration of what happens several times every match. 
Yet, as soon as the linesman makes an error of judgement in such 
a situation, he will be called everthing from "blind' to ‘useless' 
by Shoss who have not yet had the delightful experience of running 
t ne. 


Yet there are actually referees around who think that the linesman 
serait have enough duties to do and should be given more respon- 
sibility: 


If my linesman faces a situation like the one outlined above just 
a couple of times a match and he keeps us both out of trouble, 
then to me at least he is the salt of the earth. 


And what goes with salt? The peanuts that they pay to linesman... 
surely one of football's most under-rated participants:
